Read at Student’s Entertainment, Dec. 17th, 1896. 


Mr. PresipENT, MOST ESTEEMED PROFESS- 
ORS, WORTHY FELLOW STUDENTS AND LADIES 
AND GENTLEMEN: 

The agreeable task has fallen upon 
me to contribute my share to the gen- 
eral entertainment arranged for to. 
night by the senior class of our alma 
mater. The subject assigned to me 
for our mutual consideration is the 
“ Cerebral Cortex.” 

The treatise on this part of the hu- 
man anatomy will undoubtedly to 
many of you prove nothing new and 
my effort may rather seem like “ carry- 
ing coals to Newcastle,” but let us re- 
member, repetition is the mother of all 
science. Ihave no new ideas to ad- 
vance, or new theories to formulate, 
nevertheless I shall try to retain your 
attention while describing the ‘“ Cere- 
bral cortex,” its topography, histology 
and general functions, 


scientific investigation, the exploration 
of one of these hemispheres will suffice, 
as the same points as regards struct- 

ure and function are in both alike. 

The general shape and formation of 
a so-called hemisphere may well be > 
compared to the quarter section of an ~ 
apple, having a base, a vertical inner- | 
side and an elliptically curved outer 
side. These bounderies must be well 
born in mind, as they form the generai 
basis for those points of interest, to 
which I am going to guide you. 

The great nerve mass is made up of 
white and gray matter. The micro- 
scope discloses, that the chief histolog- 
ical elements of this white glistening 
substance are collections of bundles of 
fibres, which lead like a network of 
electrical wires to different parts of the 
brain and to the two trunk-lines of 
communication, the crura, from which 


The large brain or cerebrum occu- 
pies the most superior and anterior 
portion within the skull. A long and 
deep sulcus the great longitudinal fiss- 
ure divides it into two nearly equal 
parts, the two hemispheres. For our 


all parts of the body are brought into { 
harmonious intercourse. 

Over the white mass of nerve fibres 
which constitute by far the larger Me | 
part of the brain, is stretched a film of ae 
gray matter one-sixteenth of an inch a 
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in thickness, enclosing it like a bark,— 
the subject of our consideration to- 
night, the cerebral cortex, the seat of 
all conscious life! 

How wonderful! The fountain, the 
source of all conscious life confined 


within this attenuated stratum of grey 


matter; and yet how little is known of 
it. 

But before I introduce you to the 
mysteries of this corticle layer, which 
physiological and pathological investi- 
gations have revealed, we may first 
take a general survey of the surface 
over which it is spread, its grand divi- 
sions, its hills and dales, its eminences 
and depressions, its convolutions., 

We notice, concerning a cerebral 
hemisphere, four great anatomical di- 
visions called lobes, the frontal, the 
parietal, the temporo-sphenoidal and 
occipital lobes, seperated from each 
other respectively by the fissure of 
Rolando the fissure of Sylvius and the 
parieto occipital fissure. 


But like the division of a state into 
counties and townships, we see the 
surface of the cortical layer sub-divid- 
ed by irregular rivulets and rills into 
well defined coherent areas, the lobules 
and convolutions. Ofthe former we 
have four innumber, the central lobule 
or otherwise called the Island of Reil, 
situated at the base of the brain in the 
fork of the branches of the fissure of 
Sylvius, while the other three are well 
defined on the inner side of the cere- 
brum on the superior margin of the 
creat longitudinal fissure, the pericen- 
tral lobule being in front, separated 
from its neighbor by the calloso mar- 
vinal fissure, the precuneus and caneus 


lobule following in succession back to 
the calcarine fissure, 

Of the five convolutions of the front- 
al lobe, we find the ascending in front 
of the fissure of Rolando and the first, 
second and third counting from above 
downward and running parallel with 
each other and at nearly right angles 
with the ascending convolution. The 
third convolution is especially remark- 
able from its being the center of co- 
ordination of the muscles of speech, 
and therefore enjoys another name, 
‘‘Brocas convolution” in memory of 
the name of the discoverer of its func- 
tion. 

The last or marginal convolution is 
found on the inner aspect of the lobe. 

The smoothness of the parietal lobe, 
is interrupted by four convolutions, 
the ascending parietal, the superior, 
the supramarginal and the angular 
convolution. 

The temporo sphenoidal lobe pre- 
sents on its outer surface three convo- 
lutions, running parallel to the fissure 
of Sylvius, separated from each other 
by two deep sulci, the inframarginal or 
first and the second and third tem- 
poro sphenoidal convolutions; the basal 
aspect of the lobe reveais the lingual 
and fusiform convolutions divided froro 
each other by the collateral sulcus. 

The occipital lobe is not so well 
marked with its three superimposed 
convolutions and leaves us to mention 
only the convolutions of the corpus 
collosum, consisting of the gyrus forn- 
icatus, the gyrus hippocampus and the 
gyrus uucinatus, bounded above by 
the Dentate fissure. 

These characteristic demarkations 
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and localizations will undoubtedly have 
tired you, for which I sincerely beg 
your pardon, but these convolutions 
are a source of pleasure to the stu- 
dent of special anatomy, for these 
delicate configurations, the exact adap- 
tation for the office they have to per- 
form, makes each convolution and lo- 
bule a thing of beauty and an object 
for admiration, 

We have so far only touched upon 
the perceptible peculiarities of the 
cerebral cortex, as eyesight will reveal 
them; now please follow me into the 
invisible world of this gray envelope 
and there behold—the microscope re- 
veals an immense number of nerve 
cells held together by an intercellular 
substance the neuroglia. 

Each one of these nerve cells forms 
a separate entity for itself, its pyrami- 
dal shape throws out from its central 
body threadlike extensions to its neigh- 
boring cells, thus establishing a means 
of communication not only with its 
neighbor, but also with those celis far- 
ther off in different strata. 

Notwithstanding its delicate thin- 
ness, this gray film is arranged in from 
five to eight superimposed layers, the 
cells of each layer being of somewhat 
different structure and shape, but as a 
rule, increasing in size from without 
inwards. 

These points in which I endeavored 
to interest you are placed within such 
on infinitisimal space, that imag- 
ination is hardly able to conceive the 
thought and to penetrate into this 
world of the infinitely little and yet 
what enormous functions has each of 
these little cells to perform! Indeed, 


each one is a silent but never weary 
worker, conforming loyally to its var- 
ious duties. 

And if ever the thought has entered 
your mind, where may we look for the 
beginning of that chain of sensations, 
which we call life? Let me take you 
to this mystic workshop, the electrical 
battery of the human body, consisting 
of untold thousands of small cells and 
explain their function, which is of a 
twofold character: to receive sensory 
impressions from the outer world and 
to transform them at the proper time 
into motor expressions. 

These nerve cells seem to posess an 
in herent constitutional energy, each 
cell is entrusted with, and controls 
some particular function and partici- 
pates constantly in the growth and de- 
velopment of some special region of 
the body, acting in harmony with its 
fellows, generating nerve force; not 
only controlling and guiding the phys- 
ical development of man, but also giv- 
ing expression to his mental and in- 
tellectual powers. Here in this corti- 
cal substance reason has established 
its throne, and the operation of man’s 
intellect and perception is wholly de- 
pendent on the qualitative and quanti- 
tative presence of these nerve cells in 
the cerebral cortex. 

The more extended its area, the 
deeper the sulci and the higher the 
eminences, the greater man’s intellec- 
tual power. Amongst savages and in 


the lower forms of animal life, we find 
these convolutions shallow, limiting 
the surface and iessening the extent 
and amount of gray substance, there- 
by causing intellectual inferiority. 
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The functions of all the organs, all 
the processes of nutrition, all the mus- 


cular apparatus of one side of the 


body are under the control of nerve 
cells on the opposite side of the cere- 
bral cortex. 

We can scarcely conceive the idea 
that these minute little cells exercise 
such a powerful influence, but still it is 
a fact, every movement is dependent 
on the connection of the muscle with 
the nerve centre, motion ceases, when 
the connection is destroyed. 

Again, we have evidence that some 
cells serve us receivers for sensory im- 
pressions constituting memory, accu- 
mulating these impressions to transmit 
them again when the exigency arises. 

All the impressions from the exter- 
nal world as the beauty revealed by 
sight, the fragrance of odor by smell, 
the intonation of sound conveyed by 
hearing, all the pleasures of taste and 
touch, the importance of which senses 
was so well demonstrated to you last 
veaur on an occasion similar to this en- 
tertainment, are controlled, intensified 
and recorded in certain groups of cells 
that preside over these particular func- 
tions. 

In order to enable you to gain a 
peneral idea of the functions of the 
different areas of the cerebral cortex, 
allow me to lead you once more over 
the territory just traversed. 

The area controlling articulation as 
already indicated, is the inferior or 
Brocas convolution of the frontal lobe; 
if the brain surface of this special area 
be diseased, a person would fail to pro- 
nounce the proper word to express a 
certain meaning, the various muscles 


of speech refusing to act in Larmony. 

The inframarginal convolution of the 
temporo-sphenoidal lobe is undoubt- 
edly the seat for the conscious per- 
ception of sound, while the inferior 
convolution of the same lobe keeps 
record of the impressions of odor and 
taste. 

The occipital lobe presides over the 
sense of sight and the memory of 
sight-pictures, a lesion of the nerve 
cells of this particular region will 
cause hallucinations. 

The ascending convolutions on both 
sides of the fissure Rolando generate 
motor impulses, the posterior one con- 
trolling the movements of the hand 
and the tongue, while the anterior con- 
volution governs the muscles of the 
face and arm. 

The movements of the lower extremi- 
ties are in obedience to the activity of 
the cells contained within the cuonvo- 
lutions bordering the great longitudi- 
nal fissure. 

The area for the impressions of 
touch, of pain and of temperature is 
confined within the supramarginal and 
angular convolutions. 

That leaves us for final considera- 
tion the anterior aspect of the frontal 
lobe, which faithful investigation de- 
clares to be the seat of the highest 
mental faculties, reason, judgment, 
will, self-control, culture,all the mo al 
and physical forces, which imprint up- 
on man his individuality are depend- 
ing upon the relative condition and 
structure of the nerve cella in this 
particular region and upon their 
proper connection with these groupings 
of cells which we have aJready had un- 
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der consideration. 


As this mysterious mechanism, the 
cerebral cortex, is almost inaccessible 
to direct observation, much still re- 
mains to be determined, but scientific 
investigation will certainly step by step 
reveal the phenomena of function of 
the combined activity of cell areas, yes 
even of each single cell; all investiga-

tors are working towards this end try- 
ing to unlock this mystic door, und 
throw the searchlight of experimenta- 
tion upon this dark continent of the 
human anatomy, the cerebral cortex; 
thus contributing to the future exhal- 
tation and well-being of the human 
race.

I have the honor to herewith submit 
to you a report of some of the more 


important work, recently done at the. 


Mactran Hospirat. This report is 
made for two purposes, (1) Because 
some of tle cases are of particular in- 
terest. And (2) because it will show 
that the students of the California 
Medical College have advantages sur- 
passed by none, for the practical study 
of surgery. We wish it understood that 
the list of cases here reported are only a 
few of the many treated at the hospital. 
CASES OPERATED ON BY Dr, D, Macteay : 
Case 1—High amputation of cervix 
for cancerous condition. The disease 
extending to the bladder and rectum, 
making removal of uterus unjustifia- 
ble. Death occurred afew months later. 
Case 2— Sub-mvcous fibroid of 
three years standing. Excessive month- 
ly hemorrhages. Had been curretted 
less than a year ago for theflow. Tu- 
mor then supposed to be intra-mural 
or sub-serous, Cured. 


Case 3—Removal of both ovaries. 
Condition, cystic degeneration, Pa- 
tient around in two weeks. 

Case 4—Tkis was a remarkable and 
interesting case; being a child two 
years old with asarcomatous right kid- 
ney. The abdomen was distended 
to the utmost limit. The abdomen 
was opened ; but it was found imprac- 


ticable to remove the tumor on account — 


of vast amount of adhesions. The 
wound was closed in the usual manner, 
and the child died two days later from 
lack of proper aeration of blood. Au- 
topsy revealed a most remarkable con- 
dition. The healthy kidney being ful- 
ly twice the normal size, showing that 
the disease was congenital, though the 
tumor had remained small and had 
caused no inconvenience till within the 
last five months,when it took on a rap- 
id growth. The stomach and liver 
were carried up in front of the right 
lung, and rested beneath the third rib. 
While the heart was carried up in front 
of the left lung and rested against the 
clavicle, having a distinct dent there- 
from. The lungs were squeezed down 
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to less than their normal size. 

Case 5—Double ovariotomy. De- 
generate ovaries with a large amount 
of exudate and firmly bound down by 
adhesions. Died on third day from 
shock. 

Case 6—Inguinal hernia with cystic 
tumor of omentum. Cured. 

Case 7—Very similar to case six. 
Operation. Cured, 

Case 8—Fibrous enijargement of tes- 
ticle of two years standing, caused by 
injury on saddle. Nemoved testicle, 
twisted the cord and stitched in the 
wound, Cured. 

Case 9—Resection of four inches of 
sixth rib on right side. Rib had been 
fractured more than a year before, 
piercing the pieura and injuring the 
lung. There was a fistulous opening, 
from diseased bone, through which air 
could be forced from lung; and there 
was a constant expectoration of blood. 
Entirely cured. 

Case 10—Hysterectomy for cancer 
of uterus. Patient up and around the 
house, but it is only a question of time 
when she must succumb. 

Case 11—Vesico-vaginal fistula, fol- 
lowing a hysterectomy. Was oppera- 
ted on twice at the Fabiola hospital, 
with failure each time, before last op- 
ation, which was entirely successful, 

Case 12—This was a young lady 
with a retroverted womb, leucorrhea 
and ovarian pain of two years standing. 
Curretted uterus, removed both ova- 
ries and tubes, and fixed uterus to an- 
terior abdominal wall at one operation. 
Cured. 

CASES OPERATED ON BY DR. GERE. 

Case 1—Mr. R.; Obstinate consti- 


pation of several yearsstanding. Ree. 
tal growths removed; sphincter ani 
stretched. Cured. | 

Case 2—~This was a case of Ectopic 
gestation. Six weeks before admis- 
sion, growing fetus ruptured right ovi- 
duct and escaped into Douglas pouch. 
Nearly a fatal hemorrhage; severe 
peritonitis; universal adhesions, with 
constant pains, recurring hemorrhage 
and septic fever. Condition desper- 
ate when admitted into hospital, Re- 
moved fetus, ten inches in length, and 
part of placenta. Packed cavity with 
iodoform gauze. Remainder of pla- 
centa and membrane loosened and re- 
moved subsequently, in fragments. On 
account of pressure on the rectum the 
bowels had not moved for a week, and 
the patient was in collapse when plac- 
ed on the operating table. And when 
the operation was completed she was 
actually moribund. Injected one 
quart of a saline solution into mam- 
ary glands and one quart into the rec- 
tum. Patient still in hospital but 
nearly well. 

Case 3—Mr. F. D.; Obstinate con- 
stipation of many years. Contracted 
anus, which was divulsed. Greatly 
relieved. 

Case 4—Uterus removed, per vagi- 
nam, two years previously, for intrac- 
table retroflexion and endometritis and 
hysteria. Removed degenerated left 
ovary, and at same time did radieal 
operation for right inguinal hernia, of 
twenty years standing. Cured. 

Case 5—Polycyst of right ovary of 
two years standing. Four weeks pre- 
vious to operation, torsion of pedicle. 
copious intra-cystic hemorrhage ; peri- 
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tonitis with universal adhesions, septic 
fever and great prostration. 
tomy. Cured. | 

Case 6— Uterine anteflexion with 
stenosis of internal os; dysmenorrhea 
and oligo mensium. Left ovary pro- 
lapsed and imbedded in inflammatory 
deposit size of billiard ball. Dilated, 
curetted and packed uterus. Ichthyol 
internally and by inunction removed 
the inflammatory deposit. Last men- 


struation normal. Still under obsei- 
vation. |

Case 7— Grave rectal disease of 
many years stunding. Had been op- 
erated on for hemorrhoids, previonsly, 
without benefit. Lower portion of 
rectum removed, by Pratt’s method— 
clamp and excision. Cured. 

Cause Mrs. B.; Rectal fibroma 
size of pullet’s egg, with high attach- 
ment. Internal and external hemor- 
rhoids. Three large and very deep 
rectal ulcers. ‘Tumor girdled, trans- 
fixed and ligated, Staffordshire knot, 
and excised. Internal hemorrhoids 
enucleated; external excised, and ul- 
cers curetted and cauterized. Cured. 

Case 9—Mr.8.; Hip-joint disease, 
tubercular, as result of injury and of 
four years standing. ‘Two sinuses dis- 
charging in middle of thigh. Great 
pain, insomnia and emaciation. Exci- 
siou of upper third of femur and era- 
sion of acetabulum. Immediate relief. 
S:ill in hospital. 

CASES OPERATED ON BY J. W. Hamiron: 

Case 1—Ruptured perineum; oper- 
ation; recovery. 

Case 2—Dilitation of sphincter ani; 
cured. 

Case 3 — Removal of hemorrhoids; 


curetting rectal ulcer, and dilitation of 
sphincter ani; cured. 

Case 4— Vaginal hysterectomy for 
cancer of uterus; died fifth day. 

Case 5 — Rectal ulcer and fissure; 
curetted and dilated; cured.

CasES OPERATED ON BY Dr. Van Merer: 

Case 1—Cystic ovary and salpingitis 
on right side; Nvarian pus-sac and pus- 
tube on left side, all from gonorrheal 
infection two years previous, Removed 
both ovaries and tubes; bad inflamma- 
tory adhesions oa left side, which left 
many oozing points; packed the wound 
on left side with iodoform gauze for. 
thirty-six hours; uninterrupted recov- 
ery, and no vomiting during nor after 
operation. 

Case 2—Cystic testicle weighing two 
pounds in man 74 years ald. External 
wound healed by primary union, but 
ligature on cord was passed-five weeks 
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later, per urethra, but without, as far 
as known, having formed any abscess 
communicating with the bladder. 

Case 3 was a case of lacerated peri- 
neum, lacerated cervix with endome- 
tritis «nd profuse leucorrhea. ‘Lhe 
patient was a nervous and pbysical 
wreck. Curetted the uterus and re- 
paired the cervix and perinzeum at one 
operation; complete recovery. 

Case 4—Mrs V , from Alaska, 
The same as case 3, with the addition 
of a miscarriage one week before the 
operation. Flowed badly on the trip 
clown and aborted the night she landed. 
Curetted the uterus,repaired cervix and 
perineum, excised redundant labia 
winora and stitched up the wounds, 
and had four teeth extracted, all at 
one operation. Patient got out of bed 
on second day; was walking about her 
room in three or four days, and the 
day the stitches were removed from 
perineum, and before they were re- 
moved from cervix, she walked nine 
blocks to a dentist, and after having 
impressions taken for plate work, walk- 
ed home again; perfect recovery. 

Case 5 was a middle-aged lady with 
menorrhagia and a constant ovarian 
pain. Curetted the uterus and remov- 
ed right ovary, which was badly degen- 
erated and firmly bound down by in- 
flammatory exudates. This woman was 
a great bleeder and required packing 
to control oozing. This was done by 
packing the space from which the ovary 
had been removed with iodoform gauze 
for thirty-six hours. Patient vomited 
once, and ou fourth day combed and 
braided her own hair; never had a rise 
of temperature; wound healed without 


a drop of pus, and on fourteenth day 
patient left the hospital and walked a 
half block to her carriage; is now well 
aud gaining in flesh rapidly. 

Case 6-—This was another unusual 
case; a lady aged 33 and the mother 
of two or three children, the youngest 
is between 3 and 4 years of age. Since 
birth of last child the mother has been 
suffering severely at each menstrua- 
tion—suffered much with headaches 
and fainting spells during the inter- 
meustrual periods, and had gone into 
a general decline, with complete loss 
of appetite and obstinate constipation, 
and being nothing more than a living 
skeleton. She was treated faithfully 
for six months with Galvanism, Fara- 
dism, massage, salt water baths, rub- 
bing with alcohol, inunctions, and 
everything in the way of medicine, old 
and new, that could be thought of, and 
all to no purpose except to get bowels 
in better condition and to make a little — 
general guin during the inter-men-— 
strual perivud—all to be again lost dur- 
ing her monthly sickness. She was 
also fast losing her mind. 

Des pairing of curing her in any other 
way, she was advised to haye her ova- 
ries removed for the purpose of stop- 
ping menstruation, that she might be 
relieved of her sufferings, and not lose 
every month in one week what she had 
gained in three weeks, Operated upon 
hersame day and time as case 5. Being 
so debilitated and taking chloroform 
so badly, she was only partially anes- 
thetized, claiming that she knows all 
that was done, the operation had to be 
hurried, and in about twenty-two min- 
utes from the time of beginning the 
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operation she was ready for the bed. 
Both ovaries were removed, together 
with the tubes. The ovaries were un- 
dergoing cystic degeneration, while 
the tubes were acutely and highly in- 
flamed. She did not vomit, and wound 
healed by primary union. 

Since her return to her home near 
Truckee she writes: “I could not eat 
much when I first came home, but have 
made the chickens suffer since; also 
drink a pint of cream each day, and 
eat baked apples with cream and Gra- 
ham rolls, and relish my food more 
than I did.” 

Case 7—Retroflexion of uterus, lac- 
erated cervix, leucorrhea, and redun- 
dant labia minora. Curetted the ute- 
rus, repaired the cervix, excised redun- 
dant labia and replaced the uterus. 
As soon as up from operation, inserted 
an Albert Smith pessary, which she 
now wears with much comfort and 
feels perfectly well. 

Case 8—Removal of two tarsal and 
one meta-tarsal bones fiom child's 
foot, for tubercular condition, Im- 
proved for the time; but as other bones 
are becoming involved, it is quite 
probable that the foot will have to be 
amputated. 

Case 9—Angular deformity child’s 
leg, with fibrous anchylosis of knee. 
Had been operated on by Dr. Bernays 
of St. Louis, with a result worse than 
failure. Operated by cutting ham- 
string tendons and breaking up the 
fibrous adhesions. Applied a plaster- 
of-paris splint, leaving the knee ex- 
posed; began passive motion in a few 
days, and the child has now left the 
city for her Eastern home, with her 


leg almost straight and with consider- 
able motion. 

Case 10—This was a young lady who 
had been menstruating every two 
weeks for two years, and flowing ex- 
cessively each time; had been flowing 
constantly for the past six weeks, and 
was almost ensanguinated; was under 
care of another physician, who called 
writer in consultation. Dilated the ute- 
rus and removed several! pieces of vivi- 
fied plucenta; immediate relief. 

Case 11—This was an interesting 
case with asad termination. The lady 
had suffered all her life with dysme- 
norrhea; getting no better after mar- 
riage, and getting worse after the 
birth of her only child, eleven years 
ago, till she had recently gotten so bad 
that it required both morphine and 
chloroform to relieve her intense suf- 
fering at each menstrual period. Ex- 
amination revealed a prolapsed and 
fixed uterus, with pelvis filled with in- 
flammatory exudates. The parts were 
so sensitive that she would permit but 
a slight examination; but as her suf- 
fering had become almost intolerable, 
she consented to the removal of the 
ovaries, but most positively objected to 
the remvuval of the uterus, regardless 
of the condition it might be found in. 
When the abdomen was opened it was 
found that she had cystic degenera- 
tion of the ovaries, tubes full of pus, 
and a sub-serous fibroid of the uterus 
the size of an orange, with a number 
of smaller intra-mural fibroids. Re- 
moved ovaries and tubes and largest 
fibroid. Patient died twelve hours 
later, without any reason for so doing 
as far as could be seen. This case was 
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remarkable in that this Jady should 
have the three conditions: Cystic ova- 
ries, pus tubes and fibroid tumors. 
Case 12—This is the most remark- 
able case yet reported, being a case of 


ectopic pregnancy occurring the sec- 


ond time in the same woman and di- 
agnosed by her. ‘The wife of Dr. H— 
of this city, while living in Nebraska 
four years ago, was seizad with sudden 
pain and internal hemorrhage, which 
went on to collapse before the condi- 
tion was recognized. When the abdo- 
men was opened by Dr. N—, a former 
partner of the writer, she was so near 
dead that he only washed out the ab- 
domen and ligated the bleeding sac, 
he was left w.th a large ventral her- 
nia, which she has had up to the pres- 
ent operation. About three weeks ago 
she began with similar symptoms to 
her other pregnancy, and feared a like 
condition. She suffered with dizziness 
and faintness, with abdominal pain and 
a weak and rapid pulse, On examina- 
tion there was found a fulness to the 
right of the uterus, but without par- 
ticular bulging. Back of the cervix 
could be felt a small foreign body. By 
confirming her opinion of her condi- 
tion, and she realizing that her life was 
hanging, as it were, by a thread, she 
was easily persuaded to submit to an 
early operation, and not wait for the 
much-dreaded but sure hemorrhage. 
The bowels were adherent to the old 
cicatrix, which made the opening of 
the abdomen tedious and dangerous, 
and when opened it was found filled 
with blood. 

Introducing the hand, the impreg- 
nated tube was raised from behind the 


womb, transfixed and ligated, the ova- 
ry, tube and fossil being removed alto- 
gether. The peritoneum was then dis- 
sected off the old cicatrix and down, 
uncoveling the retracted muscles, that 
they might unite when brought to- 
gether. The abdominal wound was 
closed in the usual way. The patient 
left the hospital on the twelfth day, 
the wound having healed by primary 
union without a drop of pus, and the 
patient completely cured of her old 
hernia. 

Case 13—Was a lady who had suf- 
fered for ten years with pain in her 
ovaries. She had a scanty flow at her 
menstrual periods, and always suffered 
with pain in her back and head at that 
time. Removed two cystic ovaries and 
supingitic tubes through a 2}-inch 
incision; wound healed without a drop 
of pus, and the patient left the hospi- 
tal on the twelfth day, cured. 

Case 14—This was a case of lacer- 
ated perinzeum and bad leucorrhea, all 
of twelve years’ standing. Curetted 
the uterus, repaired the cervix and pe- 
rinceum, at one operation. The patient 
left the hospital on eleventh day, cured. 

Case 15—This was a case of lacer- 
ated perinxssum, accompanied with a 
bad cystocele, which at times prevent- 
ed walking. Removed a section of the 
vagina one inch wide, beginning at 
the site of hymen and extending back 
to the uterine neck, and approximated 
the edges of the wound with numerous 
sutures. I then repaired the perine- 
um at same sitting. This operation 
was done at same time as No. 14, and 
left hospital om same day, the opera- 
tion being a perfect success, 
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Besides the foregoing cases report- 
ed, there have been many minor oper- 
ations done. There have also been a 
number of cases treated ut the hospi- 
tal by other physicians. Dr. Logan 
has had a number of cases, as also have 
Dr. Harvey and Dr. Brackett. Dr. Scott 
had a very interesting case of floating 


kidney in a woman, which was treated 
by fixation by stitching in place. 

Our students not only witness the 
operations at the hospital, but arecon- 
stuntly assisting at operations in pri- 
vate cases. |

Redundant Labia Minora. 


M. E. VAN METER, M. D., San Francisco. 


Extract from a paper read at Stute 

Society meeting, November, ’96: 
x 

We all know, at least all orificial 
surgeons know, the great variety and 
extent of reflex troubles that arise 
from phimosis; and I claim that we 
can have like trouble from redundant 
labia minora. We all know that there 
are thousands of cases of redundant 
foreskins that cause no observable 
trouble but that there other cases that 
produce most serious consequences, all 
must admit, else take a back-seat in 
the lines of advanced surgery. I 
claim the same is true in regard to re- 
dundant labia minora. While there 
are’ thousands of cases that have no 
deleterious effect upon the general 
health of the patient, as far as casual 
observation might discern, yet I am 
thoroughly convinced that there are 
other cases wherein sad havoc is 
wrought upon the disposition, nervous 
system and general health. 

But, you may ask, why should this 
condition cause harm, if natural? I 


will answer by asking how a Iong fore- 
skin should cause harm? You may 
answer that they do not unless they 
are tight or adherent. And I will an- 
swer that a protruding labia does not 
cause trouble unless it becomes the 
seat of irritation. 

Kvery one who knows what a nor- 
mal vulva is, knows that the labia mi- 
nora should be covered and protected 
by the labia majora. When this is not 


the case we have an abnormal condition 


—one that subjects the parties, at all 
times, to friction and irritation; in 
many cases without apparent harm, 
and in many other cases with serious 
consequences. | 

Those of us who examine a number 
of women every day, see some with 
protruding labia—dog-ears, I call them 
—and occasionally we find them chafed 
or swollen, and others cracked and 
bleeding. Is it to be wondered that 
this condition, which is constantly irri- 
tated by friction with the clothing, 
should produce reflex nervous trouble? 
But it is in delicate girls that we most 
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often find this abnormality, and who 
suffer most from it. They are peevish 
and nervous, and often perverse. 

I have heard it claimed by some 
medical men that no girl nor unmar- 
ried woman ever have these redundant 
Jabia except they be masturbators, but 
this I most positively deny. 

Now, it is claimed by good aathor- 
ity—and I indorse it—that every boy 
or man with a long foreskin, even 
though it is not known to cause trou- 
ble, would be the better for having the 
redundancy removed. [ claim the same 
in regard to redundant labia. I have 
operated upon a number of women, 
and without exception they have ex- 
pressed themselves as being delighted 
with the operation, both as to the cos- 


metic effect and convenience, as well 
as their feelings in general. 

The operation for the removal of 
redundaut labia is as quickly and easi- 
ly done as an ordinary circumcision, 
and consists in grasping the part to be 
excised with the thumb and finger, 
and while holding it taut, clip closely 
and evenly, with scissors; then stitch- 
ing together the edges of the resulting 
wound, In some cases there is scarce- 
ly any hemorrhage, while in others it 
is quite severe, but can be easily con- 
trolled by including the bleeding vcs- 
eJs within one of the stitches. 

I trust that those who feel an inter- 
est in this subject will make observa- 
tions and investigations in the future, 
and report the same. 


Texas Slow Fever. 


J. NEWTON WHITE, M. D., Queen City, Texas. 


Dear Enitor: After carefully read- 
ing Dr. G. L. Coates’ article in the Sept. 
number of Our Journal, I will say for 
the benefit of those who have not had 
any experience in Slow Fever, and es- 
pecially Dr. Coates, as he is a Texan, 
that I have a pretty good practical 
knowledge of it, as I have been with 
it here in Texas for nearly three years. 
I find sulyh, quinine to be an injury to 
my patients. I usually begin the 


treatment with a prescription like the 


‘following: 

Podophylin, gTs. ss 
Leptandrin, grs. 111 

Mild chloride mereury gr. 1 


Bicarb soda, | grs. ix 
M. ft. caps. No. 3 


Sig: One every two hours, fol- 
lowed with salts if necessary. After I 
get through with the purgative I map 
out a line of treatment according to 
the indication in that case, for all cases 
are not alike. If your patient’s fever 
is not over 108° F’., and a good appe- 
tite, tongue coated white, and broad, 
and moist, put him on the following: 


Podophyllin, gr. .07 
Hyd. chloride mit. grs. .6 
Menthol, grs. Vili 
Thymol, grs. iv 


Eucalyptol, gtts. 96 
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Guiacol, gers. 19 .65 
Gum acucia, Ziv 
Aqua pura, q. 8. 3 iv 


M. Sig: Teaspoonful every four 
hours for an adult. 


The above with most cases, when the 
fever does not goover 103 F., will be 
about all the medicine you need. One 
cannot be too careful about the diet. 
Do not give any solid food till the fever 
breaks. 

If you have a higher fever than I 
mention, give one or two 3 or 4 gr. 
doses of acetanilid about 11 a. m. and 
3 p.m.; but lam not much of a believer 
in combating feverin these cases. Sul. 
pho carbolate zinc is all you will need 
in case the bowels need checking, 
and about 3 grs. three times a day is 
good whether you have loose bowels 
or not. There is nothing finer in these 
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cases than sulpho carb. zine. 

But if you find your patient with a 
brown coated tongue, with red edges 
and tip, and very dry, you will not get 
good results from acetanilid, neither 
will simple quinine do any good, but 
will be contraindicated. Theremedy 
per se in these cases is hydrochloric 
(muriatic) acid, 3 to 5 gtts. four times 
a day. | 

The above is very briefly expressed, 
but if one will be strict in diet and 
hygiene and follow the above treat- 
ment he will be ready to dismiss most 
of his slow fever patients in from four- 
teen to twenty-one days and with but 
three or four visits. 

Hoping this will be of benefit to 
sone one, I will offer it with my best 
wishes for the California Medical Jour- 
nal and its many readers. 


Pioneer Ecieciics of California.

In his communication to the Decem- 
ber Carirornia Mepicat Journat, H. T. 
Webster, M. D., unwittingly as I be- 
lieve, does an injustice to the early Ec- 
lectics of this State. There were quite 
a number who could not be accused of 
playing second fiddle to Allopathy. 

When I came to the coast in Febru- 
ary 1878, I found the Eclectics very 
few in number. But some of them 
were both progressive and aggressive. 
I met with a very cordial reception 
from them, and found that such men 
as the late Drs. Webb and Warren, with 


others, were already talking College. 
And I feel sure if the Doctor could 
have known these men as I did, he 
would have expressed himself a little 
differently. The idea of old Dr. War- 
ren playing second fiddle to the Allo- 
paths is too funny to entertain; why 
he was a regular hater of that whole 
fraternity, his kn‘fe was always sharp- 
ened for them. Since my first settling 
on the coast till I helped to carry him 
in his coffin, I was very intimately ac- 
quainted with him, and our cause never 


had a warmer well-wisher. He was 
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always ready to further its interests. 

Dr. Webster was right in saying he 
was a great stickler for parliamentary 
practice, and many a good laugh we 
had at his points of order, and yet his 
points were generally right. But Dr. 
Warren was a long-beaded man, and I 
cannot forget that the Eclectics owe to 
him a debt of gratitude for the manner 
in which he conducted matters. 


When the Eclectic Medical Society 


of California was incorporated, as also 
the other two societies, and the exam- 
ining boards of the three schools were 
formed, it was found that upon exami- 
nation of the three State Societies, the 
only one properly and legally done was 
the Eclectic Society, and it alone at 
that time could give proper licenses to 
practice, and that is the reason why 
the name of J. M. Selfridge, M. D., 
aleading homeopath of this city, has 
always appeared as a licentiate of the 
Eclectic Board, and I have never heard 
anyone claim that this credit did not 
belong to Dr. Warren. The Doctor 
was antiquated in some of his methods 
but it cannot be doubted that in spite 
of this he was remarkably successful 
as a practitioner. 


Dr. Webster as he looks upon the 
wonderful success, and the _ rapid 
strides our school has made the last 
twelve or fourteen years,says: “We 
are the men who did it.” I grant that 
the Faculty of the California Medical 
College was having its most uphill 
work, none did nobler work than Dr. 
Webster in the old College building in 
Oakland, yet when I think of the wor- 
thy dead who worked so nobly for our 
cause on the coast, who to-night and 
in the great beyond, among whom were 
Webb, Warren, Bundy, MacRae, Mason 
and others, [ feel like saying other 
men have labored and we have entered into 
their labors; all honor to the veterans 
of the past, the battles they fought 
and the heritage they won was for us, 
we may say Lequiescat in pace. 

But we shall do better, living as we 
do in a better and brighter day, to 
emulate them in their labors and sacri- 
fices for the truth. 

And in conclusion I would like to 
re-echo the words of Profs, Webster 
and Maclean urging Eclectics all over 
the coast to affilliate with our State so- 
ciety and help along the good cause. 


Liquor Piumbi Subacetatis Dilutus, in Erysipelas and 


Other Forms of Local Inflammation. 


J. A. MOFFITT, M. D., La Grange. Cal. 


While this is not a new remedy, I 
wish to give some results at my hands 
in local inflammations: 


Case 1. Mrs. B., aet 28, Had ul- 


cer of stomach for four and a half 
years; when I was called to case, pa- 
tient was greatly emaciated and pros- 
trated, could not take food nor wmedi- 
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cine mucous membrane destroyed on 
tongue and mouth, which was swollen 
with tongue protruding; neck swollen 
even with chin; given up as incur- 
able by attending physician which was 
the seventh to treat the case. 

I prescribed as a lotion Plumbi Sub- 
acetatis Dilutus to orifice and neck, in 
two days patient could take nourish- 
ment and medicine. I prescribed in- 
ternal remedies per indications; re- 


covery was complete in three months. 

Case 2. Contusion of leg; treated 
four weeks before coming to me, In- 
flammation marked, leg swollen and 
painful; prescribed Plumbi Subavetatis 
Dilutus on gauze to keep parts con- 
stantly moist. Cure complete in five 
days. 

Case 3. LErysipelas extending over 
anterior portion of leg; treated 


by an Allopath for six weeks; case 
growing worse. I prescribed Plumbi 
Subacetatis Dilutus, Patient returned 
to my office at end of week cured to 
his delight and my satisfaction. 

Case 4, Contused leg; neglected 
for a few days, then brought to my 
office with erysipelas; prescribed Plum- 
bi solution curing case in four days. 

Case 5. Now treating erysipelas of 
face, greatly swollen and glistening. 
Applied Plumbi solution, visited pa- 
tient in twelve hours and improvement 
was perceptible in twenty-four hours 
marked improvement and in forty 
eight hours swelling gone and patient 
ready to discharge. I have treated a 


few cases of inflammatory rheumatism 


with good results and will use it in 
other cases. I know that this remedy 
may prove as satisfactory in the hands 
of others as it has with me, 


Notes, Scraps and Prescriptions. 


FRANK D. WALSH, M. D., San Francisco. 


Examine every swelling for pulsa- 
tion. In the hurry of out-patient prac- 
tice it has occurred that an aneurism 
has been incised because it was mis- 
taken for an abscess, 

A desiccating powder makes an ex- 
cellent dressing when one is sure that 
the weund is absolutely clean. If pus 
is present the powder will but form a 
scab, with foul retention beneath. 

A painless sinus which remains open, 
though discharging very little, may 
often be cured by a single injection of 
chloride of zinc in twenty to fifty per 
cent. solution. Such sinuses often per- 
sist through a certain rigidity of their 
walls. Before using the chloride of 


zine it is well to exclude foreign bodies 
as a cause of the trouble. 

If omentum be found in the sac dur- 
ing herniotomy, it is best to cut it off. 
The omentum should be spread out flat 
and lizated with many threads to avoid 
the formation of a massive stump. 
Such improperly formed stumps may 


_ suppurate many weeks after the opera- 
tion, and may cause serious annoyance, 


an operation for the removal of the 
pus being usually necessary. 

An inflamed femoral gland, by which 
is meant one of the lymph-nodes over 
the femoral ring, may have been in- 
fected by extension along the lym- 
phatics from an ingrown toe-nail, an

inflamed corn, or a fissure at the anus. 
If the gland is not suppurating, atten- 
tion to the distant cause of the inflam- 
mation, as well as more strictly local 
treatment, may abort the formation of 
abscess. 

An important element in the choice 
of a general anesthetic should be the 
patient's mental attitude. If he is 
panic-stricken and demoralized at the 
prospect of an operation, and no ac- 
tual contra-indicatiun exists, ether is 
far safer than chloroforia. Of course, 
in the presence of bronchitis or active 
renal disease, ether might better give 
way to chloroform, at least after un- 
consciousness has been established. 

It is usually safer to treat acciden- 
tal scalp wounds by the open method 
with wet dressings than to suture 
them, no matter how clean they look. 
The resulting scars are rarely of im- 
portance, while suture may cause pri- 
mary adhesion of the skin with reten- 
tign of septic secretions beneath. In 
the event of unrecognized injury to 
the skull, meningitis or brain abscess 
may be directly consequent upon lack 
of drainage where suture has been 
praciiced.—ZInternational Journal of Sur-

Some Surgical Sins, 


I. Operating upon hopeless cases, 
either to get a good fee, to have the 
credit of operating, to obtain control 
of a patient from a more conservative 
physician, or ignorance of the real 
condition. The objections to this are: 
first, it is wrong; second, it brings dis- 
credit upon surgery; third, it prevents 
patients with similar diseases from 


submitting to operation clearly indi- 
cated. 

II. Deluding the patient as to the 
gravity of a disease. 

III, Failing to operate in depressed 
portions of the skull. 

IV. Pretending to be clean, but 
failing. The points of failure are: 

(a) Dirty finger-nails. 

(b) Carelessness in touching cloth- 
ing, table, pulse of paitient, handling 
of pitcher, etc., during operation, and 
then going on without washing again, 

(c) Carelessness in handling and 
keeping gauze: (1) It is too common 
a practice to keep dry gauze wrapped 
in paper, which can be hurriedly un- 
rolled and handled with dirty fingers, 
in every case demanding haste; (2) 
gauze is often cut with scissors not 
sterilized, especially in making dress- 
ings; (3) allowing assistants or nurses 
with suspicious hands to cut the gauze 
is just as bad. 

(d) Imperfect selection and man-— 
agement of instruments. 

V. Undercharging in order to se- 
cure an operation. 

VI. Stealing patients from other 
surgeons. 

VII. Representing capital opera- 
tions as trivial. 

VIII. Keeping patients too long 
under chloroform. — Lamphear, St. 
Louis Charlotte Med. Jour., VII, No. 2, 
p. 166.

Dear JournaL: Thinking that the 
friends would like to hear something 
from our ex-physicians in Central Af- 
rica, I will write a history of a surgical 
case that fell into my hands as a result 
of the late Matabele war. It was a 
young mulatto warrior about 23 years 
of age, bealthy and strong. He said 
that a month previously he had been 
shot in the arm. The ball entered the 
arm just at the inner side of the inser- 
tion of the deltoid muscle, passing 
obliquely outward, tearing its way 
through the body of the extensor mus- 
cles of the arm. 

On inspection I found where the ball 
had entered was closed up, but at the 
point of exit there was a fetid dis- 
charge and a peculiar appearance that 
indicated a diseased state of the bone. 
On introducing the probeI found bony 
fragments. I chloroformed him and 
made an incision five inches long over 
the point where the ball made its exit, 
and removed six fragments of bone; 
closed up the wound with sutures, 
supposing [ had removed all the pieces, 
but I left un opening for drainage. [ 
watched it «a few days, and observed 
that the old discharge continued the 
same. On examining it with the probe 
I found there was a loose fragment of 
bone. This I removed at a second 
operation. Since that the wound has 
been doing well and is about healed 
over. He has free use of his arm now 
except when he undertakes to flex it 
the adhesions that have taken place in 


the extensor muscles check the move- 
ment. I think in time that will be at 
least partially overcome. 

The principal remarkable thing 
about it was that he did not lose his 
arm. If be had been a white man the 
arm would have been off. But as it is 
he has got an arm that is worth more 
to him than sixteen times the value of 
an additional limb. 

I have many more equally interest- 
ing cases, but it would take too much 
time and space to write them all up at 
once, so I will defer to some future 
time. |

MovutrH BREATHERS.—Adenoid hyper- 
trophy of the pharyngeal vault is an 
affection the literature of which is so 
copious that, it would seem, all prac- 
titioners should be familiar with it. 
However, those whose attention is di- 
rected mostly to affections of other 
regions are not apt to be deeply inter- 
ested, and thus permit to pass unno- 
ticed the pernicious effects of these 
obstructions to respiration, or if they 


do, impute them to other causes. Ifa 
shild have hypertrophied fauceal ton- 
sils and suffers a nasal twang to the 
voice, deafness, and mouth-breathing, 
the old-fashioned doctor ascribed all 
these symptoms to the condition of the 
tonsils; but nasal specialists, or those 
who are capable of making examina- 
tions of the pharyngeal vault, know 
that in almost all cases adenoid hyper- 
trophy exists in the vault to which 
may be ascribed the greater cause for 
the mouth-breathing, deafness, etc. 

It is quite well established that the 
systemic conditions which induce hy- 
perplastic fauceal tonsils will also in- 
duce a similar condition of Luschka 
tonsil, so that whenever the former ex- 
ists you are safe in saying that the lat- 
ter also exists. 

Treatment.—It is impracticable to 
make successful ocular inspections in 
young children, so if the symptoms are 
present the better procedure is to ad- 
minister an anesthetic and feel with 
the index finger. If the growths are 
found to exist, if no instrument is at 
hand, do the best you can with the 
finger nail. A great many rely on the 
curette devised for the purpose. There 
are a great many patterns, but inas- 
much as I use none of them, am not 
able to advise the one to prefer. I 
have devised a pharyngeal pincers for 
the child, and for the adult a pharyn- 
geal scissors, with which I operate 
altogether. I had a great number of 
patterns constructed before I succeed- 
ed in getting an instrument that was 
satisfactory. There is considerable 
danger in the child, or even the adult, 
of injuring the septem narium. One 
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has to become quite familiar with the 
boundaries of this part before he can 
be an expert operator, and this must 
come only by years of experience. _ 

OPTICIANS AND THE FITTING OF GLASSES. 
It must appear to an ordinary indi- 
vidual that the diagnosis of errors of 
retraction could be done as well by 
the man who is skilled in the construc- 
tion of the glasses as by an oculist. 
They (the opticians) have every imple- 
ment the oculists have, and spend their 
whole time in practicing the practical 
department. There are many and im- 
portant things, however, connected 
with the correction of errors of refrac- 
tion of which an optician must remain 
ignorant, just as the druggist must, 
of derangements of the organism ,upon 
which so many of the symptoms con- 
nected with refraction troubles de- 
pend. The mercantile instinct of the 
optician always leads him to prescribe 
glasses whether needed or not. The 
trouble for which the individual seeks 
relief may be from functional nervous 
disease or retinal, functional or organ- 
ic disease which, from the nature of 
things, the optician must be in ignor- 
ance. Weall know that the profes- 
sion is not possessed of any more know- 
ledge of diseases than they ought to 
have,and that the lifelong experience of 
the intelligent and educated physician 
leaves him with the feeling of the 
dearth of ability to master the frailties 
to which flesh is heir, but for us to 
submit our precious organs of sight to 
a boy who makes no pretension to 
knowledge more than a drygoods clerk, 
leaves room for a doubt of our good 
sense or judgment. The same criti- 


cism may be made of oculists who take 
up their specialty without having had 
protracted training as general physi- 
clans. Connected with functional eye 
disturbances may be headache, chorea, 
insomnia, derangements of digestion, 
vertigo, epilepsy, insanity, etc. Now, 
in most of these cases wherein the cor- 
rection of the eye trouble gives relief 
there are constitutional predisposi- 
tions that are to be taken into consid- 
eration. In some instances the eye 
trouble proceeds from the bodily ail- 
ment. Thus insomnia may be caused 
by over-mental care, indigestion may 
ensue, and there being a muscular 
strain of some part of the eyes, they 
may become painful or fatigued from 
use. The removal of the causes of the 
insomnia may relieve everything else, 
and thus avert the necessity of the 
wearing of spectacles: It is no trivial 
matter to consign a young or middle- 
aged person to the constant wearing of 
glasses, and the effect of a slight error 
of refraction is often to be borne rather 
than the annoyance of wearing glasses. 

Nature scorns help when she is capa- 
ble of managing her own affairs. This 
is shown in the use of glasses for the 
near point for the presbyope. So long 
as our accommodative apparatus is ca- 
pable of giving us clear vision for the 
near point, the attempt to wear convex 
glasses causes great pain, but when it 
fails at 45 she gracefully accepts the 
needed help. These problems in life 
the optician does not consider but 
more likely his merchant training 
leads him to consign the individual to 
glasses even when he himself doubts 
their necessity.

The subject of our frontispiece, pres- 
ent issue, is the President of the State 
Eclectic Association of California, Rob- 
ert W. Musgrave, Ph. B., M. D. 

The doctor is one of our native sons, 
as he was born at Grass Valley, Nevada 
county, of this State, on December 9, 
1857. His early education was ob- 
tained in the public schools of that 
place, the course at the high school 
being finished in 1873. Soon after re- 
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ceiving his high school diploma he en- 
tered the State University of Califor- 
nia, pursued a scientific course, and 
graduated from that celebrated insti- 
tution in 1879, with the degree of 
Ph. B. 

After leaving the University, mining 
engineering occupied his time for a 
brief period, and in the winter of 
1879-80 he was in the employment of 
the State of Nevada at the Carson State 
Prison. This position he resigned to 
receive one in the engineer corps of 
the Carson and Colorado Railroad, 
then being built in Western Nevada. 

Soon returning to California, the 
young engineer taught school for a 
year and a half, meanwhile taking up 
the study of medicine. To finish his 
medical studies he entered the Califor- 
nia Medical College, and graduated 
from that institution with high honors 
and as class valedictorian in 1884. 

For the past four years he has held 
the position of Health Officer for the 
city of Hanford. When Kings county 
was formed from the western portion 
of Tulare county by the Legislature 
in February, 1893, Dr. Musgrave was 
appointed County Physician. 

In tbe social life and lodges of Han- 
ford the doctor has from the first been 
a leading member. For four years he 
has filled the office of Worshipful Mas- 
ter of Hanford Lodge, No. 279, F. & 
A.M. For the same length of time he 
has been the Treasurer of Hanford 
Chapter, No, 74, R. A.M. He has done 
good work for the city as Secretary 
and one of the Directors of the Han- 
ford Improvement Association. 


With a leader of such scholarly at-

The Treatment of Influenza or LaGrippe 


It is quite refreshing these days to read 
of aclearly defined treatment for Influenza 
or LaGrippe.

For the high fever, severe headache, pain, 
and general soreness, the followingis ordered:

Physicians as well as druggists have their preferences, and when founded 


on a thorough knowledge of the “character and quality of the article ordered or | 


prescribed, are usually strenuous to obtain what they want. 


The jobbing druggist, or physicians’ supply house, should be a distribu- 
for only, Any attempt to step out of this special sphere of his business and 
dictate to the customer should be resented as an infringement upon the right 
to every purchaser to get what he orders. 


Substitution, as practiced in the past, has in some cases been forced 
upon the seller. Distance from source of supply, limited and irregular de- 
inand, and uncertainty as to the wants of the customer. especially in respect to 


new remedies. have all contributed to make substitution a possibility without 
violating the confidence of the purchaser. 


Substitution, in these latter days, has been reduced to a science. 


No better illustration could be given than by referring to a circular 
issued by a physicians’ supply house, which has no doubt been seen and com- 
mented upon by many of our friends. This special house accompanies inv»ices 
with a circular letter in which is provided a regular space headed *‘Substitu- 
tions,” and following this is an explanation from which we quote: 


‘‘We always try to accommodate our customers by pur- 
chasing the article outside if possible; when that is not 
possible and in our judgment our customers will be better 
served by substituting the nearest article we have, rather 
than delay the order, we do so.”

It remains for the physician to say whether he will risk professional suc- 
cess by catering to the demands for cheap prices regardless of quality.

The defect of wool in the power of quickly absorbing and elimi- 
nating moisture is a serious one, and if properly understood would 
do away with its use for underclothing, A woolen undergarment, 
when first put on the dry body, will impart to the same a Eling of 
warmth and comfort, which will continue as long as the evapora‘’ion 
of the skin is not in excess of the ability of the wool to absorb and 
eliminate the moisture, However, if in consequence of impaired 
radiation of heat, as in summer time, or a greater production of 
heat as by physical exertion, evaporation should ke increased, 
wool will no longer be able to absorb the moisture as fast as excreted 
from the skin, nor will it be able to part with all it may absorb, hence 
the skin and the air surrounding it, as well as the garment itself, will 
be moist, and further evaporation will be greatly interfered with. 
The feeling of oppression which the body experiences under such 
cantina: and which is due to the retention of heat, these who wear 
wool next to the skin are best qualifs ed to describe, 

Moisture and velocity of air augment the conduction of heat. If
